To ensure an enjoyable 

experience you should bring drinking water, a cell 

phone and a map of your route. Please help us keep 

the trails and trailheads clean by packing out what 

you pack in. Parking is available at most trail 

entrances, but is limited in some areas.

Located on the trail, these markers 

are used by Emergency Services to 

pinpoint your location if you sustain a 

life threatening injury while using the 

trail. Please take note of you location 

on the rescue markers in case of an 

emergency.
